IT DEPENDS ON THE LAW. 


In a letter to the Post-Dispatch. published res-| 
terdar, a prohibitionist takes us to task for citing 


Wendel! Phillips’ exampie in flouting the fugitive- 
slave law and advising citizens to trample on the 
law aS an encouragement to flout the Volstead act 


The Constitution, he said, justified Wendell Phil- 
lips om the ground that the fugitive-slave law was, 


“morally wrong” and “denied human libertr—a 
real. vital libertr of persen—a vastly different 
thing from what is sometimes called persona! 
liberty.” 

The difference tg not so vital. Both laws were 
designed to deny libertr, the one liberty of person 
and the other persona! or mora! libertv—the lib- 
erty to follow ome’s conscience and judgment in 
thought and conduct not affecting the rights and 
liberties of others: in short, to work out one’s own | 


salvation {nm freedom and security from interfer-| 
ence. The denial of personal liberty may involve | 


denig! of liberty of person in that it is enforced br’ 
police power, with penalties of fine and imprison- 
ment. 

The fugitive-siave law was. as our prohibition!st 
friends say of the Voistead act, the law of the land. 
It was in accord with the Constitution: it was de 
clared constitutional by the Supreme Court. The 
prohibitionists imsist that law is law and must be 
obered. whether it is good or bad. whether a citi- 
ten thinks it right or wrong. in accord with his {n- 
herent and constitutional rights or not and in har- 
mony with his conscience or judgment-or not. In 
their view no citizen has a right to exercise either 
comscience or judgment so far as law is concerned. 
Every law must be submitted to. We are slaves 
under the law. 

Of course, this theory of law would compel obedi- | 
ence to anr law. whether it was contrary to con- 
science or judgment or religious conviction or 
principle or right. It was the theory of the witch 
burners and the heretic hunters that the majority, | 
the church and the state were the keepers of men’s 
consciences and the directors of their moral and 
spiritual wePare. 

It is refreshing to find a prohibitionist whe jus-| 
tifies a mam’s flouting and trampling upen a law! 
because it was morally wrong and contrary to his 
comscience and judgment. It is gniy necessary to 
show that a law is wrong and it#consequences evi! 
to justify flouting and trampling upon it, as Wen- 
dell Phillips 4nd Charlies Sumner did with the fugi- 
rive-siare law. Of course, he qualifies bis concession 

, flouting opponents of prohibition. his own par 
ticular law, aS morally wrong. without prin- 
ciple or conscience or judgment—with nothing but 
appetites for booze. That is the fatal perversion of 
all moral reformers who want to force other peo- 
ple to conform to their standards of thought and 
onduct; all of the opponents of their force meas- 
ures are morally wrong.
